EDUCATIONAL LEGISLATION 


On March 28, 1919, New Hampshire put into effect a school 
law that has been hailed by the educational world generally as 
the best and most progressive educational legislation that has been 
incorporated in the statutes of any State. It provides that a State 
board made up of business men shall administer the publie schools 
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of the State as a business proposition. The organization of the 
school officials of the State now consists of (1) the State Board, 
with the Commissioner and his staff; (2) the superintendents; (3) 
the local school boards. The duties of each of these groups, and 
their relations to each other and to the public are made clear in 
a pamphlet recently issued by the State Board, entitled ‘‘Pro- 
ceedings at Joint Business Conference of Local School Boards and 
Superintendents with the State Board of Education, October 16, 
1919.’’ Anyone who is interested in the details of New Hamp- 
shire’s new school law and the policies of the State Board would 
do well to procure and read carefully a copy of this pamphlet. 


The law provides that the ‘‘school board of every district 
shall provide standard elementary schools.’’ It further defines a 
‘“standard school’’ as follows: 


SEC. 24. A standard school as that term is used in this act 
is one (1) maintained for at least thirty-six weeks in each year, 
(2) in a suitable and sanitary building, (3) equipped with approved 
furniture, books, maps and other necessary appliances, (4) taught 
by an approved teacher, (5) directed and supervised by an ap- 
proved superintendent, (6) with suitable provision for the care 
of the health and physical welfare of all pupils. 


Applying these standards to our local situation, it will be seen 
that very few things have had to be done in order to make our 
school a ‘‘standard school.’’ The walls and ceiling of the build- 
ing have had to be whitened, and floor oiled and disinfectant sup- 
pled for the use of the janitor. A physician has inspected the 
children and efforts are being made to have their minor physical 
defects remedied. 


GENERAL COMMENT AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


As noted in my last report, the number of pupils in our school 
is very small. The matter of sending them all to Whitefield was 
carefully considered, and in view of the wishes of the parents it 
was thought best to maintain a school as before. The enrollment 
at the present time is only six, and unless more families move in, 
it will probably be the same next year. 

Teachers’ salaries promise to be considerably higher next year, 
and an increased appropriation for that purpose will be necessary. 

The public, and especially the parents and members of the 
School Board, are cordially invited to visit the school more fre- 
quently.
